The IPM report made reference to a separate inquiry conducted by the 
Federal Police into the subversive conduct of various school officials 

at the Ginasio Vocacional "Joac KAUI", whereby it was determined 

that the classes given in that institution "had pro-communist tendencies?’, 
This investigation resulted in the removal of the principal, Aurea Candida 
SIGRIST, and an instructor, Maria Nilde MASCELLANI, Padre Milton 
SANTANA of Campinas was similarly cited for inciting students through 

his subversive pronouncements. Furthermore, the IPM denounced 
administrative irregularities and subversion in the Colegio Estadual Padre 
Manoel de Paiva and in the Instituto Estadual de Educacac Albino Cesar. 

in the latter school, the report stated, subversion and protest demonstrations 
increased during 1968, and reyular teachers had been replaced by leftists 
who propagandized the etucents and lured them inty the protest movements. 


The investigation stemmed from a denunciation made to the Minister of Justice 
by a.teacher,. Francisco CID, who previously had been fired frorn his job at 
the Ginasio Vocacional "Joao KAM, a state vocational school located at the 
interior town of Aniericania. He charged that a cell of secondary students 

was active in agitating at the state vocational school "Oswaldo Aranha" and 
that this cell alse served as a point of contact with students identified with 
CRUSP, the student residential center at USP which served as the focal point 
for student agitators during violent campus disturbances in 1968. This 
denunciation led to a preliminary inquiry and resulted in the detention of 
several state education officials, as well as the abrupt dismissal of Professor 
Ulhoe Cintra from his position as state Secretary of Education (see Sao Paulo 
A~ 43). END UNCLASSIFIED.

Hardlining Air Force officers directly involved in the investigation process 
of subversion and corruption (SCGI) told the reporting officer they firmly 
believed that Professor Ulhoa Cintra also should have been branded 
subversive!’ and said he had escaped being indicted only because of the 
extreme pressure brought to bear by highly placed family and friends. 

They also revealed that Jose Azanha, using his key position in the Secretariat 
of Education, was directly responsible for the rigying in favor of a communist 
Eastern European supplier of a large tender for supplying equipment to the 
state school system (Sao Paulo 4u3). The officers acknowledved that the 
others named by the IPM were "small fish®®, but maintained that they were 
examples of a continuing conspiracy to undermine Erazil’s national security.
